struck with the sincere admiration 
which he showed for the works of 
art, Mrs. S. l \ Pinney, late of Madi­ 
son, VV is., widow of form®** Judge 
of the Supreme Court, S. AJ. Pin­ 
ney. has willed Mr. Oyen her entire 
collection of eight pieces. 
All of the figures are of white car- 
rara marble, and their value cannot 
be estimated. 
They were collected 
by the late Justice Penney and his 
wife when they were touring Europe 
twenty-five years ago and all r.re ori­ 
ginals of exquisite workmanship. 
In drawing her will, Mrs. Pinney
